total value of counter export obligation or in respect of the correct proportion as 
between traditional & non-traditional items, an opportunity will be again given to 
Hie trade for completing counter export obligation in respect of imports of medicinal 
herbs For this purpose, the Reserve Bank of India will permit the concerns to
